$975.06 


Newt Lee's Attorneys 
Ask 
That He Be Paid for 
Time 
Lost 


Fulton county will pay $975.06 for quarters and meals for the 
jury that heard the trial of Leo M. Frank, found guilty of the 
murder of Mary Phagan. Bills were presented to the board of 
county commissioners Wednesday morning. 


The German café asked $289.50 for luncheons furnished 
during the twenty-nine days of the trial, and the Kimball house 
$685.56 for rooms, breakfasts and dinners. 


The commissioners approved the bills and agreed to pay 
theme as soon as the judge formally approves them. 


Graham and Chapelle, lawyers for Newt Lee, also asked the 
county to appropriate a fair amount of money with which to pay 
Newt Lee, the watchman at the National Pencil factory, for the 
time which he lost while in jail. He was held in the Tower for four 
months as a material witness, said the petition, and was entitled 
to some recompense. 


The petition stated that the federal government pays its 
witnesses for lost. 


Shelby Smith said that he thought some amount of money 
ought to be given to Lee, that he had lost much time, and that the 
county had been benefited by the facts that he gave out. 


General C. L. Anderson, however, moved to refer the matter 
to the county attorney. As Luther Rosser is county attorney, the 
members of the board expressed the opinion that he is 
disqualified to pass upon the matter, but Commissioner Anderson 
said that as a matter of courtesy it ought to be referred to him, 
and that he would return with the statement that he is 
disqualified. 


No definite action was taken toward paying Lee.
